The Passing Show

Scientists marvel at the “suicide parade” 
which the Arctic mice stage each fourth year, 


Under the impulse of some mighty urge, the 
mice—lemming to the naturalist—form into 
parades of millions and go out onto the ice 


Charles Brower, a Point Bar- 
row trader, tells of seeing 
one such mighty army which 
was cight miles wide and 
took a week to pass the sta- 
tion. The present year is a 
“lemming year” in the north.

The ironic note is sounded 
by the scientists themselves. 
They call the suicide march 
of the Arctic mice a strange 
and inexplicable mystery. Yet the mice only 
follow the example of the human race which 
at intervals forms similar suicide marches, 
aided by its scientists. 

Two such suicide marches by the human 
mice of Europe and Asia are now in formation 
in the Saar Valley and on both sides of the 
Pacific Ocean. Watchers from some distant 
planet may see strange sights by June when 
the lemming start their marches of death. They

At a time when Japan is excited because 
Britain staged defence manoeuvres off Singa- 
pore to see whether that Gibralfar of the East 
could be defended by aerial squadrons against 
naval attack, United States naval heads an- 
nounce that early next summer the combined 
American fleets will carry out important naval 
manoeuvres in the Pacific over a large area, 
extending “almost into Oriental waters.” 

If you were a proud member of the Sa- 
murai class of Japan, having a son of heaven 
for a king, feeling a sense of divine mission 
among the nations and with a navy strong 
enough to enable you to withdraw from a naval 
pact with Britain and United States, how would 
the announcement that United States was go- 
ing to bring her united fleets and practice out- 
side your front door affect you? 

Japanese pride is powerful and tragic be- 
yond Occidental comprehension. Most of us 
are cursed with personal pride to a point where 
we bear torture and punish ourselves over 
trifling hurts or sheer misunderstandings. The 
Japanese carry that readiness to feast on self- 
torture and to treasure the memory of hurts 
into their national pride. 

Some time ago I told about the chauffeur 
to the Crown Prince of Japan (now Emperor 
Hirohito), whose car had the misfortune to 
blew a tire d ng the parade in honor of the 
Prince of Wales. After returning the car to 
the royal garage the chauffeur disembowelled 
iimself by “hari-kari” in order to expiate the 
shame of the blown tire. The recent death of 
Masanao Hanihara, former Japanese ambassa- 
dor to United States, affords another view of 
Japanese national pride. 


Hanihara had given his government to

The customer of- 
fered to pay any necessary expenses, However, 
as the order was for one piece of double-dressed 
fir, thirty inches long, four inches wide and 
one inch thick, it wasn’t worth spending half 
a million dollars to start the mill up. Mr, 
Johnston went over the old stock of the dis- 
used mill and found a short piece of 1” by 4” 
that filled the requirements of this particular 
customer 

The customer turns out to be the U. S. For- 
Products Laboratory. Its scientists will 
attempt to show that the wood in the home- 
made ladder used by the Lindbergh kidnapper 
originated at the Barnet mill on the upper 
Vancouver harbour, and was part of  ship- 
ment made to the lumberyard at Hopewell, 
N. J. It will be compared microscopically with

All of the shipment sent to Hopewell had 
been sold, so that it was not possible to trace 
the lumber in the ladder back to the Hopewell 
lumberyard. With the sample obtained from 
the Barnett mill, made at the same time as the 
Hopewell shipment, an attempt will be made 
to prove that the ladder was fabricated from 
lumber obtained from the Hopewell yard.

Arthritis—A Crippling 


Disease 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


We like to picture the men of the Stone 
Age as healthy and strong, but as a matter of 
fact, we are sure that they knew the torment 
of at least one crippling disease still common 
today. That disease is arthritis, and the de- 
structive changes of the disease are plainly 
seen in the skeletons belong- 
ing to the Stone Age. Because 
of this, arthritis has been 
called the oldest known dis- 
ease, 

In ihe pasi, chronic ar- 
thritis was mistakenly called 
a disease of the joints, be- 
cause the joints suffer most 
from its attack, but doctors 
now realize that arthritis is a 
disease of the whole body, 
the chief symptoms of which 
are viewed in the joints. It is accompanied by 
an intestinal tract which is not eliminating 
poisons fast enough, by poor circulation through 
certain parts of the body which keep the joints 
from a proper supply of blood to carry food 
to them, and by poor assimilation of food. The 
disturbances in the joints are only the result 
of the other conditions and the joints cease to 
suffer when the real causes of the trouble are 
removed. 

Chronic arthritis, also called hyperthophic 
arthritis, arthritis deformans, and osteo-arthri- 
tis, is a disease occurring from the age of 40 
onward. It is therefore a disease of middle age 
rather than of younger life. Its chief changes 
are seen in the bones of the joints, where there 
is a proliferation of bone which causes new 
bone to be poured out, forming lips or ridges 
of bone material. These extra ridges interfere 
with the movement of the joint and cause stiff- 
ness, loss of motion, and, in some cases, pain. 

As the disease progresses, the cartilage slow- 
ly calcifies and then wears away, which re- 
moves the natural protection from the end of 
the bone. It is as though the shock absorbers 
between the two ends of bone meeting at the 
joint are gone. With movement, the bones jolt 
and jar against each other and the irritation 
at the ends of the bones cause them to thicken 
into new bone. These ridges show up under the 
X-ray, changing the normal shape of the bone 
and deforming it with irregular lumps or out- 
growths. In this type of arthritis the bones of 
the joints do not usually grow together, except 
in the joints of the spine. If the arthritis at- 
tacks the spine, the vertebrae may grow to- 
gether, destroying the flexibility of the spinal 
column. 

The symptoms of arthritis develop very 
slowly and the disease grows worse with the 
years. The joints affected may make a grating, 
creaking sound like a gate hung on rusty 
hinges; the motion of the joint is limited and 
this limitation may be mild or amount to com- 
plete stiffness. There is likely to be consider- 
able pain if the joint is moved, such as pain in 
the knees, or the pain may be noticeable only 
during cold, rainy weather. If the fingers are 
involved, swelling and thickening of the finger 
joints are seen. If the hip is attacked, the pain 
is likely to be severe. When the spine is af- 
fected, the pain is often in the nature of a re- 
ferred pain and instead of being in the spine 
it may jump to some other spot leading the 
patient to believe he has neuritis, sciatica, lum- 
bago, etc. 

The muscles leading from the joint share in 
its poor nutrition and waste away. As the joint 
becomes more and more immovable, the mus- 
cles are not exercised, causing further wasting. 
The patient crouches in the position most com- 
fortable and the flexibility of the wholé body 
is lost. As the deformity of bones and muscles 
increases the patient is crippled to such a de- 
gree that he can no longer work. Because of 
the crippling power of this disease and because 
of its extreme pain it has been called “The 
Devil's Torment.” Probably none of the tortures 
of the Spanish Inquisition were as long drawn- 
out as the tortures of artliritis. The disease is 
not a killer, but it ranks as a crippler exceeded 
by none.

A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1839, London in | 


Upper Canda or Canada West as 
scene of a judicial orgy which 
it was officially known, was the 


darkens the pages of our history. 
Even taking into account the po- 
litical tension of the time, the 
gravity of the situation, with the 
province threatened by filibus‘ers 
from the United States, none to- 
day can but regret that the auth- 
orities had to resort to such ex- 
treme measures as they did. 

The trials by court-martial of 
the men arrested after the raid 
on Windsor on Dec. 4 began in 
the London courthouse on Dec. 
27 and lasted until Jan. 19. 

Forty-three were sentenced to 
death, but only six were hanged, 
three being executed while the 
court-martial was in progress. 
Hiram Benjamin Lynn was hang- 
ed Jan. 7; Danial Davis Bedford 
on the 11th, and Albert Clark on 
the 14th. No more executions 
took place until Feb. 4, when 
Cornelius Cunningham was hang- 
ed. Two days later Joshua Gil- 
lian Doan and Amos Perley 
followed. 

Lynn and Clark were just plain 
American adventurers, but the 
others were Canadian either by 
birth or adoption. Bedford's case 
was hopeless from the first. He

had been convicted for having 
taken part in the Duncombe ris- 
ing in Dec. 1837, but had been 
paroled. He was buried in the 
Quaker’s cemetery, North Nor- 
wich Township, where a tomb- 
stone reads: 

“Daniel Bedford, a native of 
Newcastle District, C.W., who died 
Feb. 11, 1839, aged 27 years.” 

The discrepancy in the date has 
never been explained, for the 
court records show that he was 
hanged on Jan, 11. 

Cunningham, though of Ameri- 
can birth, had been in business 
for some time as a wagon-maker 
at Beachville. Perley was from 
New Brunswick and was a rela- 
tive of Captain Perley who sat on 
the court-martial and at the vic- 
tim’s request “furnished every- 
thing necessary for laying out 
the body decently,” but did not 
attertd the funeral which took 
place with that of Doan in the 
Friend's burying ground at 
Sparta. 

A monument erected to Doan, 
by his friends who regarded him 
as a political martyr, stood for 
half a century. After the three 
February executions the Crown 
was satisfied. The rest of those 
convicted were either exiled to 
Van Dieman’s Land, deported or 
pardoned.

STREET RAILWAY RUNS 

Editor, Bulletin: It is unusual 
for civic employees to air griev- 
ances through the medium of the 
press, but the fatuous attempts 
to justify the present system of 
seniority given by “569” in your 
issue of 26-12-34 demands a reply. 

569 is the local division of the 
Amalgamated Union of Street 
Railway Employees of America. 
Its constitution is laid down de- 
finitely and finally by the execu- 
tive in Detroij. No deviation at 
all is allowed by any of the local 
divisions. Under its rulings 
seniority governs all rights and 
privileges of its members, This 
has given rise to, the anomaly of 
men with 23 years’ service hav- 
ing worked on spare list and 
night-runs for less than a year 
and exclusively on day-runs for 
22 years, while men with only 
two years’ less service have spent 
the whole of their 21 years’ serv- 
ice without being able to sign on 
a day-run. These men have had 
families to raire and reaching 
adolescence without having been 
able to see them oftener than one 
day a weck. In all this time, their 
social activities have been re- 
stricted to one night a week. 
Fven during the annual vacation, 
these men have been unable to 
get away when their children are 
on holiday, as this period has
